Oporto , Portugal, M arch ii2.-~Fte.mes in 
the theatre in this city Tuesd ay n ight caused 
a fearful pan ic, in which fully 100 people lost 
their lives, while as m an y more were so bad ly 
burn ed an d crushed th a t there is small hop€ 
of their recovery. 
The play was a popular 
on e, an d the bouse was crowd ed , the seats in 
the aud itorium bein g filled , while the galler­ 
ies were packe<l. 
The perform an ce had gon e 
smoothly on un til the last act, when the stage 
was set to represen t a ban quetin g hall. 
A 
large chan d elier hun g from the flies, over the 
cen ter of the table, aroun d which the actors 
were seated . 
Bein g but a tem porary con ­ 
trivan ce, the chan d elier was in securely fas­ 
ten ed , an d was swayed from sid e to sid e by 
the d raught from the back of the stage. 
The act was n early over when on e of the 
cloth scen es was seen to catch fire from the 
gas jet. 
Jn a momen t the flames seized upon 
the rem ain d er of the stage settin g an d al­ 
most in stan tly the en tire place was in a blaze. 
A t the first, d iscovery of the flames some 
on e in the theatre gave the alarm , an d the 
en tire aud ien ce mad e a rush for the exits. 
Mean s of egress were few, an d even those 
who reached them first had d ifficulty in pass 
in g through, for in their fran tic efforts to es­ 
cape men en d eavored to save themselves by 
pullin g others back. 
M an y women fain ted , 
an d fallin g to the floor were tram ped to 
d eath. 
The exits were soon choked up, but 
the crowd in sid e still fought their way to­ 
w ard them, an d slowly reached the open air, 
bruised an d bleed in g, an d m an y with their 
clothin g torn from their bod ies. 
On the arrival of the fire apparatus it was 
foun d impossible to rescue an y of those re­ 
m ain in g in the aud itorium , as the en tire 
build in g was a mass of seethin g flames. 
For 
some tim e after the fire was quen ched n o a t­ 
tem pts could be mad e to brin g out the Vwxlies 
of the d ead , as the ruin s were too hot to ad ­ 
m it of an y work bein g d on e in them. 
It was 
n early n oon before an y of the bod ies were 
brought out, but when on ce commen ced the 
work was carried rapid ly on . 
The remain s 
were Currie i from the ruin s on e by on e an d 
taken to the morgue which was soon filled . 
The greater part of the bod ies wi re taken 
from the upper tiers of the galleries, where 
whole families were foun d suffocated an d 
burn ed . 
A ie\v of the victims d ied from suf­ 
focation , but the greater p art of them were 
burn ed , m an y of them beyon d recogn ition . 
Near the d » >ors an d exits the bod ies were 
foun d in great piles, those on top bein g burn ed 
to a crisp, \\ bile those« un d ern eath showed n o 
sign s of havin g been touched by the flames, 
d eath havin g evid en tly been caused by suffo­ 
cation an d the great weight of those who fell 
upon thru... Eighty bod ies have alread y been 
recovered an d it is kn own th at there are 
m an y others still in the ruin s. 
Those who succeed ed in m akin g their es- 
en po fled fran tically through the streets, 
m an y of them with their clothin g torn in to 
rags, an d pa» d n o atten tion to the cries of the 
woun d ed , who, though they had man aged to 
save their lives, were scarcely able to walk 
after reachin g the open air.

r! he physician s 
an d surgeon s in the city are busy atten d in g 
to the sufferers, but the calls for med ical an d 
surgical aid are so con stan t th at they are un ­ 
able to an swer them all.
